St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 4.—The problem 


of administrative control of the Lou- 
isiana Purchase Exposition haa been 
settled for all time by 'the banks and 
trust companies of tho city ur St. 
Ixmis, who have conie to the assistance 
of the Exposition Company in a most 
substantial manner. 
A syndicate of 


these financial concerns last 
week 


made a combined offer to the company 
for a Joan o£ such an amount of money 
as would tide the fair over its pres- 
ent shortness of funds and such a 
loan was gladly accepted by the com- 
pany. The amount of it is $1,000,000 
and the banks have made an offer of 
additional funds if the same be needed. 


This loan, of a million dollars will 


enable the .Exposition, .to meet all of 
its present liabilities and those likely 
to arise for two or three monljis, by 
•n-Mch time tlio officials feel assurer! 
that attendance will be such as to al- 
low them to pay off the loan, meet al! 
current expenses anrt t<> leave them a 
comfortable margin besides. The re- 
payments of the Government loan will 
be met promptly as they come due, a 
half million payment having heen an- 
ticipated this week and it Is given out 
that a like amount win be paid off ev- 
ery 15 d-ays from now on.
